Xenia City Tax Rate W ill Be Reduced For 1926 


Manager’s Budget To Call 
For Levies Cutting 
Rate .4 Mills 


Xenians w ill pay a 
lower tax 
rate next year, thanks to econ­ 
omy measures of the city adminis­ 
tration, according to tentative bud­ 
get figures prepared by City Man 
ager S. O. Hale. 
The tentative budget prepared 
1 
by the manager, asks for levies 


totalling only $70,900 as compar­ 
ed with $74,300 last year and will 
result, in a rate reduction from 
6.40 m ills to 6.00 m ills, or an ac­ 
t u a l city rate of only $6 per $1,000 
Aworth of valuation. 
Supposing that the levies of all 
other taxing subdivisions remain 
constant next year, the total rate 
paid by Xenians w ill be $25.80 as

The white line offers no practical 
harrier hut to the wise motorist it bears a menace more 
compelling than barbed wire entanglements. 
Its breadth spells life or death, and it is a narrow line. 
On one side, following the designating arrows the motorist 
Is safe 
On the other he becomes in juxtaposition with the 
opposite traffic flow and it is on such situations that acci­ 
dents and injuries and death build their catastrophes.
